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Report of Superintendent of Schools. 
To the Londonderry School Board: 


I herewith submit my third annual school report. A 
large number of the.town’s people are apparently well in- 
formed, while some are prejudiced in opinion relative to 
the type of schools best adapted to the town and the form of 
instruction best suited to children of this century. A good 
many people, also, misunderstand that, both by the state 
constitution and statutes, the administration and govern- 
ment of the schools is vested in a school board duly elected 
and legally constituted. Some seem further misinformed as 
to our own form of government. It is neither a govern- 
ment or majority rule nor direct action but it is a govern- 
ment under a constitution and state laws which were used 
as models for the Constitution of The United States and the 
laws of the United States. Until we are clear our form of 
government is one of checks and balances and that the School 
Board is both the governing and administrative head, of the 
school system it is useless to attempt to lay before the 
Board: progressive measures for consideration. I am ac- 
cordingly asking those who are interested to read my pre- 
vious reports in the light of the above understanding and 
I am presenting for your consideration pedagogical and 
statistical matters. f 


CourssE oF Stupy. 


According to the laws of 1921, Chapter 125, the State 
Board of Education prescribes the following subjects, recom- 
mended to be taught in the public schools: arithmetic, read- 
ing, writing, spelling, language, grammar, history, citizen- 
ship, music, drawing and industrial work. 

This is surely a comprehensive course of study for a one- 
room school with eight grades to compass. Our teachers are 
working diligently to accomplish as much of the prescribed 
program as possible. We have attempted industrial activ- 
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ities, such as manual training, cooking and sewing, owing to 
limited facilities to carry them on. The nearest we come 
to such activities is the preparation of the school lunch in 
several of the schools. 

At the Morrison School there has been a definite demand 
expressed for an opportunity to have a few tools so that 
the boys, outside of school time, may make toys, sleds, boxes, 
chairs, bookcases and tables. At the same time the girls 
may learn about darning, mending, stitching something 
they may wear, and be encouraged to let these activities func- 
tion through the home. Home cooking, ironing and sew- 
ing may be brought to school for exhibition purposes. 

In this school the present woodshed (a part of the main 
building) could be utilized for the manual training. The 
boys could make their own benches and doubtless many tools 
would be contributed. A woodshed better suited than the 
present one could be added to one side of the building. 

The making of something practical is a great event in the 
life of boy or girl particularly at that time when the con- 
structive instinct manifests itself. The academic work of the 
schoolroom is done much better when such opportunities are 
offered because these activities interpret the full meaning of 
the more abstract subjects. 

There is no organized work done in music. Fifteen or 
twenty minutes a day devoted to music under proper super- 
vision will produce intelligent lovers of one of the noblest of 
the arts. The phonograph does much to help in musical 
appreciation when the records are well selected. 

Some of the parents have been disturbed by the belief that 
writing is not taught in our schools. The Houston Writing 
Manuals were distributed two years ago in all schools and a 
book of instructions was given each teacher. Recently Mr. 
Houston personally gave one-half day’s instruction to the 
teachers. The teachers have also had the opportunity to have 
his instruction at summer school. 

Reading, writing, arithmetic, spelling, grammar and his- 
tory have been recently rounded up from a supervisory point 
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of view. Geography, nature and citizenship apparently need 
attention. Teachers’ meetings are held monthly to stimulate 
this work by discussion, talks and demonstrations. The meet- 
ings have been well attended. A majority of the teachers 
are punctual in attendance at these meetings. A few are 
somewhat slack in this respect. I hope you will urge a full 
attendance on the part of all. 


HieH ScHoo.. 

The work of the High school pupils at the Academy has 
heen more closely followed this year. 'The teachers there have 
been urged to give individual attention to the pupils who 
show weaknesses and to ask them to return for special work 
in the afternoon. A closer relationship between the home 
and the school is also urged. In addition to the regular re- 
ports deficiency reports are asked for and the teachers re- 
quested to notify the parents at once when it is clear that 
the pupil is not responding according to fair standards. Spe- 
cial reports have also been made to the parents when it was 
found that the work of the school had not been attended to 
properly and parents have been advised how to remedy such 
conditions. The pupils are required to meet the standard of 
requirements at Pinkerton by punctual attendance, home 
study, a good attitude toward the teachers and school, careful 
attention in recitation and in case of deficiency to consult his 
teacher daily until the deficiency is made up. With one or. 
two exceptions*the work of the Londonderry pupils has been 
creditable. 

In concluding this brief report I wish to thank you mem- 
bers of the School Board for loyal support and the abund- 
ant amount of time you have devoted in Board meetings to 
the many and varied problems as they have arisen.
